Percell trial postponed until Feb. 1

As of Monday, Oct. 19, the murder trial 
for Jeffrey Stephen Percell has been re¬ 
scheduled for Feb. 1, 1993. This informa¬ 
tion differs from the original information 
received Oct. 13 when the district attorney’s 
office in Van Nuys reported that Percell was 
“due back in court” on Oct. 21. 

A continuance was granted as Percell’s 
attorneys could not make the trial date. One 
of Percell’s attorneys is tied up in trial with 
another case while the other attorney has 
cited “personal matters” as interfering 
with Percell’s case. Counsel for Percell is 
Michael M. Crain and co-counsel is Rowan 
Klein, with the law firm Klein and Crain. 

Percell is being held without bail on 


suspicion ot murdering his parents, Doris 
and John Percell of Sierra Madre. They were 
found gagged, bound at their wrists and 
feet, and shot, in separate rooms in their 
home on Liliano Nov. 16,1988. 

Percell fled in Mrs. Percell’s cream- 
colored Mercedes before surrendering to 
Burlington, Vt. police on Dec. 13,1988. He 
fought extradition before returning to Cali¬ 
fornia to stand trial in April 1989. 

Percell pled not guilty to the double 
count of murder at his preliminary hearing 
May 24, 1989. A series of postponements 
has continued since then, culminating with 
a transfer July 31 of this year to the North¬ 
west District Court in Van Nuys in an effort 
to speed up his trial. 


Arlie Hahn witnesses hurricane’s destruction

Arlie Hahn, who would be the first to admit that 
she is over 50 years old, returned recently from a 23- 
day stint on the island of Kauai, following the devas¬ 
tating hurricane that hit the island Sept. 11. Hahn 
was in the first group who arrived Sept. 13, landing 
on an airfield strewn with still-fresh “total disarray,” 
as she described it. 

Hahn, who has been a Red Cross volunteer (“They 
pay my expenses,” she is quick to report) for “oh, I 
guess probably 18 years,” said she would do it again. 

This Sierra Madre woman, the mother of five, 
grandmother of 10 and great-grandmother of three, 
said she wasn’t sure which direction in the world she 
would be going in mid-September when she was called 
since there were so many emergencies. 

“When I first heard that I would be traveling, 

I thought I’d be going to Louisiana or Florida. Then 
I thought maybe Guam. At 2 p.m. Friday I found 
out I was leaving at 8 a.m. the next morning to meet 
a contingency up north and travel to Hawaii.” 

While on the island, she slept on the floor of the 
teachers’ lunch room in a school in Koloa, in an Army 
tent, then a hotel called the Kauai Beach Resort. 

“When I went into the tent late at night I had no 
idea who was there, too. We just hit the beds each 
night, exhausted,” she said. 

Among those on her “team” were a woman vol¬ 
unteer from Hilo, a part Indian-Hawaiian man whose 
father was born on the island, an Army wife from 
North Carolina, a Red Cross person from Arizona 
and another man “who had worked disasters all of 
his life,” she explained. 


Hahn’s usual job is to see that people are fed and 
this time she also assessed damage by traveling around 
the island, attempting to identify homes and businesses 
even though many had no identifying numbers. In 
their lackadaisical way, Hawaiians often don’t bother 
to install their home numbers. Also, Hahn explained, 
the hurricane had blown away many identifying signs 
and roadmarks. 

Their first view of the island was the airport at 
Lehui which had many rental autos parked at odd 
angles since, she said, those tourists who could get 
off the island before the hurricane had hurried so 
fast that they had simply left the rentals with the keys 
still in the ignition. 

The Red Cross suggested that their workers take 
the cars with keys and use them for their work. 

The second problem they found were 750 tourists 
who “wanted to leave the island yesterday,” Hahn 
laughed. 

She applauded the Sheraton Hotel who immed¬ 
iately came with beds, food and cooks. “They did a 
beautiful job.” 

After getting tourists off the island after three 
days, they went to damage assessment. They went 
out, two by two, walking in areas where cars couldn’t 
travel. 

The purpose, Hahn related, is that the governor 
declared the area a disaster after the degree of damage 
was assessed. 

“On Poipu Beach, things were just gone. 1 saw 
a palm tree threaded through a front door out to the 
patio of a home. Big boulders used for breakwaters 
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Arlie Hahn, Red Cross volunteer 

were strewn around like toys. It was hard to believe 
the force,” Hahn explained. 

She said that people there were easy-going and 
asked so little. “One young couple who had been

You who were opposed to the Busi¬ 
ness Improvement District (B.I.D.) pro¬ 
posal, take note. The newly proposed 
utility tax in Sierra Madre will really 
“sock it to you.” 

The City Council at last week’s 
meeting, discussed the feasibility of im¬ 
posing a 5 percent Utility Tax on the res¬ 
idents of Sierra Madre to raise additional 
General Fund revenues. 

And what happens to General Fund 
revenues? They get lost. They can’t be 
traced. They can be used for anything 
whether you like it or not. 

Which utilities are we discussing? 
Southern California Gas, General Tele¬ 
phone, Southern California Edison, 
CableVision, water, refuse and sewer. 

What would this do to the merchants 
in Sierra Madre? It would impose just 
another problem for them to face, an¬ 
other fee piled onto their taxes, their 
Workers’ Compensation insurance (as 
well as other insurance), and would un¬ 
doubtedly reflect in their rent, if they 
don’t own their buildings. 

If they rent their buildings from an 
out-of-towner, they would be levied 
against, not their landlord. With the 
added stress, you can bet the in-town 
landlords would raise rent to cover their 
own taxes. 

It goes on and on and never stops. 

One merchant told The News that 
his Edison bill had recently doubled “to 
nearly $1000.” Adding 5 percent would 
raise that cost alone to over $45. How 
about all the other utilities? Yes, they, 
too, would stack up as just more bills to 
pay and not enough resources with which 
to pay the bills. 

Another merchant sighed and said, 
“It never ends. This would be particu¬ 
larly bad timing with times the way they 
are now.” 

^ How about those residents who are 
' on fixed incomes, who can barely make 
ends meet now? How do they come up 
with extra funds to support their needed- 
for utilities? 

We think it’s time for some “crea¬ 
tive financing.” This community needs 
no more taxes imposed. 

We’re sure the City Council will 
hear more about this from the com¬ 
munity.

A day to remember

This week we begin a series on meals which 
9(hyear-old Harry Martin has experienced. This 
is an introduction to the first meal and there will 
be more, more, more. You’ll enjoy Harry’s 
memories back into another era of the world. Ed. 

My job on the Indian reservation at Parker, 
Ariz., was winding down and I had been informed 
that shortly I would be transferred to a position 
in Idaho. In the interval I was to spend a day or 
so helping survey and verify monuments on some 
copper claims on the California side of the Colo¬ 
rado River, owned jointly by the chief engineer 
on the Parker project and a prospector by the 
name of Herman Schroeder, who lived in a cabin 
on the property, about five miles north of Parker. 

There was no way to get to the mining claims 
other than walking, so on a beautiful autumn 
day I crossed the river on the great steel bridge 
of the Santa Fe Railroad. On the California 
side I scrambled down the embankment and 
found myself between two sandy ruts, which 
answered as a road along the river. It was Nov. 
12, 1922, a few weeks past my 21st birthday. 

The stark desert landscape was in sharp con¬ 
trast to the green pastures and lush cornfields of 
my native Illinois, which I had left a few weeks 
before. All around me was the vast expanse of 
the Mojave Desert, relieved only by the muddy 
river a few hundred yards away. The sand, rocks. 


cactus and barren hills were all new to me. So 
were the mesquite bushes and the paloverde trees. 

I was so entranced by the surroundings I 
loitered along the way, so that it was late after¬ 
noon before I made the final turn in the dusty 
trail and there was the cabin, with Herman 
Schroeder standing in front to greet me. He was 
a man of medium height, lean and tan and rough¬ 
ly dressed. His face broke into a crinkly smile 
as he extended his hand and gave me a bone¬ 
crushing handshake. 

The opening pleasantries over, he invited 
me to inspect his “diggins.” His cabin was of 
two rooms, separated by a covered breezeway. 
All around were picks, shovels, sledgehammers, 
steel drills and all the other tools of a professional 
prospector. Somewhere back of the cabin was 
a small corral, home for the burro, his companion i 
on his mid-winter trips looking for gold. I had 
been told that Herman was not only a genuine 
prospector, but that he was a highly educated 
geologist. 

While we were talking, another man came 
down the trail from the north. He was an old 
friend of Herman’s come to pay a visit. He had 
been to the “outside,” which I learned was San 
Diego. There was a hearty greeting accompanied 
by much ribald talk and a great deal of laughter 
and handshakes.

He was con¬ 
cerned about our rationality, only he did some¬ 
thing about it...he looked into it. He wrote some¬ 
thing called “The Republic.” He aeated a Utopian 
society. The people in this society were categor¬ 
ized into one of three possible groups. My, how 
insightful he was. 

In group one, you would find those who 
were essentially concerned with filling emotional 
needs or needs centering on their many appetites. 
Plato would call these peopde the “workers,” or 
“slaves.” 

In group two were the courageous, or thrill 
seekers, who would constitute the military, or 
the police, basically the “control” and “protec¬ 
tion” services. 


In group three were the truth seekers, the 
ones who sought out reason and concerned them¬ 
selves with what was valid, invalid, useful or 
harmful. The person who seeks the truth, or is 
rational, is not impulsive. Their lives are usually 
dominated by moral principles and they live their 
lives with a view toward the future. Emotional 
or biological needs to do rule the lives of such 
people. 

Plato was convinced that societies have little 
chance of survival if they are not led by people 
who have the wisdom of philosophers. City of 
L.A., take note: 

Until philosophers are kings, or the 
kings and princes of this world have the 
spirit and power of philosophy, and pol¬ 
itical greatness and wisdom meet in one, 
and those of commoner natures who 
pursue either to the exclusion of the other 
are compelled to stand asides, cities will 
never have rest from their evils.

What are these things? Short stories? Fillers? 
Sound bytes? Barry Yourgrau’s “story-lites,” 
collected in “Wearing Dad’s Head,” are best 
described as dreams - concocted by “Franz Kaf¬ 
ka, .Maurice Sendak and Monty Python all dream¬ 
ing together.” Yourgrau writes like dreamer’s 
dream, with a child’s sense of the absurd where 
lealiiy is turned upside down and the ludicrous 
IS so perfectly normal. Dad turns into a gorilla 
•>o .Mom becomes a llama. Sonny boy discon¬ 


nects Dad’s head while Dad naps and Mom orders 
him to put it back before Dad wakes up. Your¬ 
grau’s stories are much like Jerzy Kosinski’s 
“Steps”: full of vivid imagery, stuffed with de¬ 
tailed description that overflows the brainpan, 
causing your brain to shift into overdrive as it 
tries to keep up with these revved-up visions. 

THIS SIDE OF PARODIES 
National Lampoon 

On the cover, Hester Prynne sports a crim¬ 
son “C” minus instead of an “A” on her chest.

$3,100,000 for preservation of the Sierra Madre 
Mountains, Taylor explains. 

Also discussed at last week’s council meeting was 
a report that had been requested by citizens, concern¬ 
ing the balance of the city’s Environmental Fund. 

The fund was established at the beginning of the 
city’s residential curbside recycling program to record 
the city’s share of the revenues generated from the 
sale of the recyclable materials collected and sold via 
the curbside collection program. 

City Administrator Jim McRea reported that 
$26,842.82 has been credited to the fund since April 
1990. Of that amount, $4317 has been returned to 
residents in the form of a credit to date. The fund 
balance to date is $22,525.82. 

McRea explained that, hopefully, these funds 
will offset the city’s street tree program and subsidize 
a local backyard composting program to be developed 
in the future. 

The City Council must approve of the expendi¬ 
ture of these funds, of course. 


At last week’s City Council meeting, both Mayor 
Gary Adams and Mayor Pro Tern Clem Bartolai voted 
“no” to the motion that the council promote Propo¬ 
sition A, the Los Angeles County Park Act. The prop¬ 
osition will be on the election docket for Nov. 3. 

Adams explained his vote when he said, “We 
get specific entitlements when taxes continually keep 
going up. We are not in a position to funnel millions 
of dollars to that type of operation.” 

Also appearing in last week’s edition of The 
News was a story by Randall Taylor, a proponent 
of the proposition which, he says, will provide over 
$3 million to improve, preserve and restore open 
space lands and recreational facilities in Sierra Madre. 

“Proposition A will authorize funding for $540 
million of critical county projects, including neighbor¬ 
hood and regional parks, gang prevention, tree plant¬ 
ing in urban areas, rivers restoration, building of 
trails, development of senior citizen recreation and 
protection of wildlife and natural lands,” Taylor 
said in the article. 

In Sierra Madre, the Parks Act will supply

Barney was talking to 
us about a topic that isn’t 
terribly popular and that 
is the topic of discipline. 
Discipline is a word that 
sends out all kinds of bad 
vibes. What usually comes 
to mind is the corporal 
punishment we suffered 
at the hands of our parents 
for being disobedient or 
obstreperous. Or discipline 
can mean the controls we 
place upon ourselves to 
make us more functional. 
In either case they are not 
exercises that we find most 
pleasurable. In fact, to 
varying degrees, pain is 
attached to either exper¬ 
ience. We don’t have to 
spend much time validat¬ 
ing the discomfort attached 
to parental spankings. 
However the pain attached 
to self-discipline is a bit 
more subtle. Self-discipline 
is a wonderful teacher. 
When we combine these 
two facets, pain and teach¬ 
ing, we come up with a 
significant formula that 
pain is the best teacher. 
In reality, we really don’t 
learn that much from our 
successes because success 
is not that great a teacher. 
Attach a little pain to the 
learning experience and 
we are apt to forget the 
lesson learned. It doesn’t 
take us long to learn the 
lesson that putting your 
hand in a fire produces 


instant pain and an im¬ 
mediate reaction. 

Discipline is the bound¬ 
ary that we build around 
us to protect ourselves. 
The motto is guard your 
fortress against the invader. 
If your disciplines are ef¬ 
fective they keep the bad 
influences out and the good 
influences in. It becomes 
a protective mechanism 
that creates a buffer zone 
between us and the world. 
Now if we take this one 
step further we can see 
how things begin to gel, 
and that one step further 
is Godly discipline. If 
we discipline ourselves in 
Godly things we have an 
advocate on our side that 
protects us. God then be¬ 
comes that buffer zone 
between us and the world 
and He is our protector 
and defender. St. Paul 
in the sixth chapter of 
Ephesians talks about our 
taking on God as our 
armor so that we can with¬ 
stand the attacks of the 
enemy and stand our 
ground. Paul adds one 
more crucial ingredient 
and that is prayer. It is 
prayer that provides the 
adhesive that keeps us 
close to God and allows 
Him to protect us. So 
discipline may be painful 
but put in a Godly per¬ 
spective it becomes our 
sword, shield and pro¬ 
tector.

Since I am a pastor, it 
would be wrong for me to 
publicly endorse one of 
the candidates for Presi¬ 
dent of the United States. 
1 have my preference, and 
1 will vote for him on Nov. 
3. Yet I have been called 
to pastor to all the mem¬ 
bers of my flock, not mere¬ 
ly those whose political 
preferences agree with my 
own. 

Not so when it comes to 
a measure on the Novem¬ 
ber ballot; Proposition 
161, the so-called “Cali¬ 
fornia Death With Dig¬ 
nity Act.” This issue 
transcends the usual pol¬ 
itical differences of Demo¬ 
crat versus Republican, 
liberal versus conserva¬ 
tive. It is literally a life- 
or-death issue. I am 
against Proposition 161. 

In the present age of 
“heroic measures” to pro¬ 
long human life, often dis¬ 
astrously expensive, some¬ 
times robbing people of 
their last vestiges of dig¬ 
nity and autonomy, and 
always excruciating to re¬ 
fuse or cancel, it is diffi¬ 
cult to oppose the con¬ 
cept of death with digni¬ 
ty. Most of us would 
probably agree that “just 
living” is not the ultimate 
value in life. No one de¬ 
sires prolonged pain for 
themselves or their loved 
ones. 

So let’s agree that while 
we are not yet ready to 
die, when death comes. 


we prefer to face death 
with our dignity intact. 
If that was all that Prop. 
161 were about, then I 
would be in favor "of it. 
Unfortunately, what Prop. 
161 is really about is legal¬ 
izing the administration 
of lethal injections by 
physicians to terminate 
life. 

Here are eight ways 
that Prop. 161 is fatally 
flawed: 

1. No witnesses are re¬ 
quired. 

2. No family notifica¬ 
tion is required. 

3. There is no residency 
requirement. 

4. Any physician could 
carry it out. 

5. There is no protec¬ 
tion against misdiag¬ 
nosis. 

6 . No waiting period is 
required. 

7. No counseling about 
alternatives is required. 

8 . No psychological 
evaluation is required. 

Due to this fundamental 
lack of safeguards, even 
Dr. Kevorkian thinks that 
Prop. 161 is a bad bill! 

Let us remember that 
life is a gift from God, 
and that no human being 
should play God. And 
let’s send Prop. 161 down 
to a wdl-deserved, resound¬ 
ing defeat on Nov, 3. 

God hasn’t given up 
on your life, so don’t give 
up on yourself! Worship 
with us this Sunday and 
find the Friend who is your 
friend and also the friend 
of all.

That it still 
has a musical comedy 
sound, rather than the 
other-worldly ease of the 
real diva, may be an ad¬ 
vantage as she tries to 
make opera understand¬ 
able. She discusses the 
difficulties and peculiar¬ 
ities of the opera world 
with humor and affection, 
and brings its varied her¬ 
oines to life.

Ward is an entertain¬ 
ing woman, and while the

TV goes state-of'the-art 


When live Thorough¬ 
bred racing resumed for 
the Oak Tree meeting at 
Santa Anita Park on Oct. 
7, fans at the track and at 
satellite wagering sites 
were able to see the results 
of a new $6 million state- 
of-the4it teievision system. 

The new control room 
for Santa Anita’s television 
operation has been con¬ 
structed on the main floor 
toward the west end of 
the grandstand. In addi¬ 
tion to being more than 
four times larger than 
the previous facility, it 
provides extensive studio 
and editing facilities for 
such productions as the 


analysis and interview 
programming show to all 
locations receiving simul¬ 
casts of the Santa Anita 
races. 

The nightly replay pro¬ 
grams with Trevor Den¬ 
man will be produced in 
the studio, as will the 
“dark day’’ live feature 
shows. 

The new broadcasting 
center includes a Teles- 
trator-type system. Com¬ 
monly used on network 
football telecasts to illus¬ 
trate plays, the system will 
be used by stewards dur¬ 
ing their explanations of 
decisions on inquiries and 
claims of foul. It will en¬ 


able officials to clearly 
identify the horses involved 
in an incident and explain 
the outcome. 

The new television sys¬ 
tem is being operated en¬ 
tirely by Santa Anita per¬ 
sonnel. All equipment 
will remain in place year- 
round, while, in prior sea¬ 
sons, most of the equip¬ 
ment and all staff were 
provided by a contractor, 
who moved the equipment 
to other tracks when there 
was no racing at Santa 
Anita. 

A crew of 17 people is 
working with the techni¬ 
cal equipment, and Jim 
Hombeck is manager of 
broadcast operations.

Jim Hombeck of 
Studio City has been 
named manager of 
broadcast operations to 
coordinate all activities 
of tbe new broadcast 
center at Santa Anita 
Park, the first race track 
in the country to use 
digital video.

Political challengers air views 


With incumbents elect¬ 
ing to be absent, challeng¬ 
ers for the 28th Congres¬ 
sional District, the 29th 
State Senate seat and the 
59th State Assembly Dis¬ 
trict shared their views at 
a public forum sponsored 
by the Arcadia Branch of 
American Association of 
University Women last 
week. 

Louise Gelber, who is 
challenging incumbent 
Richard Mountjoy in the 
59th State Assembly Dis¬ 
trict, talked about a Day 
of Discovery to recall all 
those who have made dis¬ 
coveries in replacement 
of the traditional Colum¬ 
bus Day observation. 

An Arcadia resident 
“since the ’50s,” she has 
been involved with the 
Chamber of Commerce, 
PTA, Girl Scouts and Co¬ 
ordinating Council. Her 
main platform is to help 
public education and make 
education in California 
No. 1. 

Challenging Frank Hill 
for his state senate seat 
is Sandy Hester, a Demo¬ 
crat who said that she is 
married to a Republican. 

She said that incum¬ 
bents are “out of touch” 
and that she is a “friend 


of change.” Hester wants 
to work for workers’ com¬ 
pensation changes. 

Libertarian Thomas 
Dominy is one of three 
candidates challenging 
Republican David Dreier 
as U.S. Representative 
from the 28th District. 
Dominy also suggested 
change “to get the coun¬ 
try on the right track.” 
He said that higher taxes 
are destroying the Amer¬ 
ican dream and that the 
national debt can be re¬ 
moved. 

Green Party Candidate 
Walter Sheasby talked 
about the things that for 
the last 500 years have 
increased the devastation 
of resources. He said that 
the answer to the econom¬ 
ic crisis is to put people 
to work doing something 
constructive for the en¬ 
vironment. 

Al Wachtei, the Dem¬ 
ocrat challenger, talked 
about ways to redeem the 
economy by making Amer¬ 
ica more competitive, fix¬ 
ing infrastructure, invest¬ 
ing in research and develop- 
ment, production and 
marketing techniques. He 
suggested the protection 
of jobs by developing 
bullet trains so people can 


redirect time to produc¬ 
tivity rather than wasting 
time on freeways. 

In the question and 
answer period, each can¬ 
didate identified specific 
legislation he or she would 
work toward. Gelber men¬ 
tioned aid for small busi¬ 
ness and regulation for 
health care facilities; Hes¬ 
ter, issues of domestic 
violence; Dominy, give 
people back their money 
and end big government; 
Sheasby, economic con¬ 
version of defense indus¬ 
try; and Wachtei, “equal 
playing field with neigh¬ 
boring states” by revising 
workers’ compensation 
and equality in labor terms. 

In response to other 
questions Gelber said that 
she is against the “voucher 
system” which would use 
public money to support 
private education; Dominy 
said that he advocates 
term limits; Sheasby in¬ 
dicated that he was in 
favor of freedom of choice 
in selecting public schools 
and wanted 7000 insurance 
companies to get our of 
providing health care; and 
Wachtei again mentioned 
bullet trains, which would 
be paid for by business 
and labor cooperatively. 


Sterile medflies released; 
quarantine area defined 


The sterile medfly re¬ 
lease program which is 
now in progress in the 
foothill area was explained 
to the Arcadia City Coun¬ 
cil last week by Larry 
Hawkins, a public affairs 
official for the Coopera¬ 
tive Medfly Project. 

The current eradication 
program was prompted 
when three Mediterranean 
fruit flies were discovered 
in traps in northeast Pasa¬ 
dena on Sept. 8. 

California has learned 
to react quickly to the 
threat of the Medfly be¬ 
cause the state cannot af¬ 
ford to permit the pest to 
become established. An 
established Medfly infes¬ 
tation would imperil the 


state’s $17.9 billion-a-year 
commercial agricultural 
industry as well as wreak 
havoc on backyard gar¬ 
dens and orchards, accord¬ 
ing to a report presented 
by Hawkins. 

Release of sterile Med¬ 
flies, which began in Pasa¬ 
dena on Sept. 25, will 
continue for a minimum 
of three Medfly genera¬ 
tions, which would take 
the current program into 
late spring 1993, accord¬ 
ing to Hawkins, who said 
that at this point in time, 
there are no plans for 
Malathion aerial spray¬ 
ing. 

The Sterile Insect Tech¬ 
nique is a method of in¬ 
sect eradication whereby 


sterile insects are released 
to mate with the wild in¬ 
sect population. Though 
mating occurs, no off¬ 
spring are produced and 
the wild population be¬ 
comes extinct as the insects 
reach the end of their 
natural life span and die. 

The cities along the An¬ 
geles National Forest east 
to Azusa Avenue, south 
to the I-10 Freeway and 
west to La Cienega are in 
a Medfly quarantine area, 
which means that no fresh 
fruit may be moved off 
ones’ property. To move 
infested fruit from one 
area to another is one of 
the quickest ways to spread 
infestation, Hawkins said.

Council Recap 

Architectural review group 
to study library expansion 


Fifteen architects have 
submitted proposals for 
an expansion and remod¬ 
eling project at the Arca¬ 
dia Public Library. To 
study those proposals 
and to narrow the number 
to between three and five 
for oral presentations be¬ 
fore selecting an architect 
for the project, the Arca¬ 
dia City Council last week 
voted to establish an Archi¬ 
tect Review Committee. 

This committee, which 
will include Councilmen 
Dennis Lojeski and Robert 
Harbicht, also will include 
the city manager, director 
of planning, city librarian, 
a local architect and a 
member of the library 
board. 


Mayor George Fasch- 
ing indicated that forming 
the committee might pro¬ 
long the project and that 
he was ready to make a 
decision on the architect 
right away. On the other 
hand, Harbicht said he 
thought that it was criti¬ 
cal to choose the right 
architect. 

Planning Director Bill 
Woolard presented a time¬ 
line for the completion 
of the project, suggesting 
that the architect would 
be selected by the end of 
January 1993 and that 
contract preparation, site 
analysis, schematic de¬ 
sign, design development 
and bidding, would take 
just over a year with an¬ 


other year for actual con¬ 
struction. 

The library expansion 
project would add 15,800 
square feet of new space 
to the library and would 
refurbish the existing 
facility which was com¬ 
pleted in 1961. Funding 
for the project would 
come from the city’s cap¬ 
ital outlay fund and the 
facility construction fund. 

At last week’s work 
session, the council also 
heard a report from Joe 
Lopez, director of public 
works, on gas tax funding 
of soundwalls and a pre¬ 
sentation by Linn McGof- 
fin regarding Main San 
Gabriel Watermaster.
